Submitted  herewith  is  the  City  Manager's  Eighth  Annual  Report.  This  is  the 
Story  of  Claremont  in  1955  as  told  with  words,  pictures,  and  figures. 

The  past  year  was  filled  with  activity.  In  February  the  engineering  firm  of  Whit- 
man and  Howard  of  Boston  was  hired  to  draw  specifications  for  the  improvement  and 
enlargement  of  our  water  system.  Later  bids  were  received  and  W.  C.  Ferguson  of 
Keene,  N.  H.,  was  awarded  the  contract,  with  M.  J.  Burrington  of  Bennington,  Ver- 
mont to  construct  the  new  chlorination  building.  The  Council  voted  a  bond  issue  of 
$310,000  for  this  work. 

Construction  was  completed  this  year  on  new  water  mains  at  Main  Street,  Wash- 
ington Street,  Chestnut  Street  Extension,  Old  Newport  Road,  Unity  Road,  Twistback 
Road,  and  Bank  Avenue. 

Robert  E.  Stone  and  George  E.  Zopf  resigned  fi'om  the  Council  and  were  replaced 
by  Malcolm  F.  Carr  and  Samuel  O.  Foisy. 

On  June  23,  International  Shoe  Company  announced  they  were  closing.  This 
was  a  great  blow  to  the  economy  of  our  city. 

The  Claremont  Industrial  Parks,  Incorporated  was  organized,  and  endeavored 
to  obtain  firms  to  locate  here.  They  obtained  an  option  on  the  Jones'  forty-seven  acres 
for  an  industrial  site. 

On  August  14th,  came  the  big  rain  causing  considerable  damage,  washing  away 
part  of  the  spillway  at  the  White  Water  Dam,  taking  out  one  bridge,  and  damaging 
two  others  plus  washing  out  several  sections  of  Red  Water  Brook  Road.  Consider- 
able damage  was  done  to  private  property.  The  city  damage  was  estimated  at  $20,000. 

The  battle  of  TV  took  place,  with  the  Council  awai-ding  the  franchise  to  the 
Bellows   Falls   Cable    Corporation.     Those  that  now  have  piped  in  TV  are  very  happy. 

The  Highway,  Water,  and  Sewer  Departments  had  very  active  years  regarding 
construction,  and  detail  reports  are  included  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

The  city's  financial  status  was  finally  recognized,  and  the  highest  credit  rate  pos- 
sible was  granted  which  assisted  us  in  obtaining  low  interest  rates  on  borrowed  money. 

This  report  is  respectfully  dedicated  to  the  City  Council  in  appi-eciation  for  their 
co-operation  and  consideration  given  the  many  problems  confronting  them.  The  ad- 
ministrative task  was  a  pleasant  one,  and  I  wish  to  thank  the  City  Council  for  their 
assistance.

PURCHASING  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  new  equipment  was  purchased:  two 
police  cars,  bulldozer,  dump  truck,  sewer  roder.  Visiting 
Nurse's  car,  and  a  trailer.  Numerous  competitive  bids 
were  issued  covering  hundreds  of  items  used  by  the  City. 


CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Cemetery  Department  carried  on  its  usual  work 
for  the  year  1955: 


There  was  a  total  of  172  burials. 

There  were  S3  foundations  and  26  corner  posts  laid. 

There  were   about   102  sunken   graves   filled. 

Lots  were  graded  and  seeded. 

For  extra  work  there  were  three  trees  taken  down, 
the  picket  fence  was  removed  from  Mountain  Viw  en- 
trance, two  fountains  were  sandblasted  and  painted,  and 
a  new  sign  was  put  up  at  Mountain  View  entrance,  so 
that  out-of-town  people  will  know  where  the  ceme- 
tery is  located.  There  were  new  drawings  made  of  the 
new  section  in  Union  Cemetery,  and  lots  were  staked  out 
for  this.  Lots  were  also  staked  out  in  St.  Mary's  ceme- 
tery. 


STREET  LIGHTING 


Sixteen  new  street  lights  were  installed  around  Tre- 
mont  Square  making  a  major  improvement  in  our  street 
lighting  program.  These  lights  are  20,000  luminum  Mer- 
cury Vapor  lights  on  twenty-eight  foot  stainless  steel  poles. 

A  new  traffic  light  system  was  also  installed  at  North, 
Broad,  and  Washington  Streets. 
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CIVIL    DEFENSE 

The  women  of  Claremont,  under  the  supervisions  of  Ciiief  Observer  Mrs.  Finn  Dedekam,  have  done  an  excellent  job  manning 
the  Ground  Observation  Tower  on  the  roof  of  the  Moody  Hotel.  The  City  participated  with  the  State  on  two  air  raid  tests 
which  were  successful. 


Annual  Report  1955  Claremont  Recreation  and  Park    Department 


The  Claremont  Recreation  and  Park  Departments  had 
a  busy  1955  season.  Every  effort  was  made,  throughout 
the  year,  to  develop  programs  for  community  recreation 
for  everyone.  The  Park  Department  was  kept  busy  main- 
taining the  areas  for  the  outdoor  programs  promoted  by 
the  Recreation  Department,  School  Department  and  or- 
ganizations and  industries  who  were  issued  permits  for  the 
use  of  the  areas.  All  the  playground  equipment  was  paint- 
ed in  various  bright  colors.  The  grandstand  at  Monadnock 
Park  was  reconditioned  and  painted,  and  the  shower  rooms 
and  floors  were  painted  at  Barnes  Park.  The  department 
also  reconditioned  the  baseball  diamonds  at  Barnes  Park 
and  Monadnock.  Fifty-five  yards  of  loam  were  used  at  Mon- 
adnock and  25  yards  at  Barnes.  The  Little  League  diamond 
was  resurfaced  and  the  tennis  courts  repaired.    New  fire- 


places were  added  to  Moody  Park  picnic  area.  The  interior 
of  the  bathhouse  at  the  Outdoor  Pool  was  remodeled  and 
the  tank  was  repainted.  Besides  maintaining  these  areas, 
the  Park  Department  took  care  of  13  traffic  islands  and 
maintained  the  ice  rinks  during  the  winter  months.  A 
new  playground,  sponsored  by  the  VFW,  was  started  at  the 
site  of  the  Outdoor  Pool  with  swings  and  teeter  boards  be- 
ing installed  by  the  organization. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

The  three  playgrounds,  under  the  leadership  of  Mar- 
jorie  Walker  at  Barnes,  Joanne  Doten,  at  Monadnock,  and 
Muriel  Maclver  at  Moody,  conducted  many  special  events 
besides'  the  regular  activities,  with  the  outstanding  event 
of  the  season  being  the  Lollipop  Carnival  taking  place  in 
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Monadnock  Park  Skating  Rink 


late  August.  This  carnival  lasted  for  two  days  and  three 
nights  and  attracted  an  attendance  of  2500  children  and 
adults.  Approximately  18,000  lollipops  were  sold  during 
the  event.  The  carnival  was  conducted  by  the  playground 
children  with  all  types  of  games  of  skill,  a  talent  show,  out- 
door movies  and  the  crowning  of  the  various  playground 
kings  and  queens.  The  highlight  for  the  teenagers  dur- 
ing the  carnival  was  a  dance  held  in  the  evening  on  the 
asphalt  tennis  courts  with  over  200  teenagers  attending. 
The  regular  playground  season  ended  with  the  free  movies 
sponsored  annually  by  the  Magnet  Theater.  Total  attend- 
ance at  all  the  playgrounds  was  16,922  with  Barnes  Park 
having  the  largest  attendance  —  8,893,  Monadnock  —  4,270 
and  Moody  —  3,892.  Other  special  events  during  the 
summer  which  were  co-sponsored  by  the  Recreation  De- 
partment were:  Soap  Box  Derby,  Fishing  Rodeo,  Baseball 
School,  and  Archery  Tournaments. 

SPORTS  PROGRAM 

The  Claremont  Junior  Baseball  Program,  with  over 
200  boys  taking  part,  was  conducted  by  the  department 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Junior  Sports  League.  The 
boys  were  divided  into  three  divisions  .  .  .  Class  A  — 
Class  AA  —  Class  AAA.  A  total  of  96  games  was  held 
in  all  the  classes.  Championship  games  for  Class  AA  and 
Class  AAA  were  held  under  the  lights  at  Barnes  Park. 

The  Junior  Basketball  program,  also  conducted  by  the 
department  and  assisted  by  the  Junior  Sports  League,  had 
a  total  of  30  teams — 16  midget  teams,  8  juniors  and  6  in- 
termediates— competing  in  the  regular  session  with  games 
being  played  at  the  City  Hall,  Stevens  High  School,  and 
also  St.  Mary's  gym.  Two  Hundred  Fifty-five  games  were 
played  during  the  regular  warm-up  sessions  with  over  100 


boys  taking  part  each  day.  This  was  followed  by  the  local 
tournament  in  which  every  team  competed  for  the  cham- 
pionships in  their  various  divisions. 

For  adults  the  Claremont  City  Basketball  League  was 
again  set  up  with  five  teams  competing  in  the  League. 
Their  season  opened  in  November  and  continued  until 
February  15th,  at  which  time  they  had  completed  20  reg- 
ularly scheduled  games.  This  was  followed  by  a  round 
robin  tourney  for  the  championship. 

Another  adult  group  was  the  Softball  League  which 
was  organized  with  six  teams  in  the  League.  These  teams 
played  a  regular  schedule  of  20  games  throughout  the 
summer  months.  The  winners  of  the  first  half  of  the 
schedule  played  the  winners  of  the  second  half  in  a  two 
out  of  three  game  series  at  Barnes  Park  for  the  cham- 
pionship. 

The  Horseshoe  Club  for  adults  was  also  reactivated 
with  matches  being  played  under  lights  set  up  by  the 
group. 

The  Mohican  Bowmen  installed  an  outdoor  archery 
range  outside  the  Moody  Park  area  on  the  Lewin  &  Davis 
property  with  36  targets,  and  it  is  considered  one  of  the 
outstanding  ranges  in  this  area.  They  also  relocated  their 
indoor  range  to  the  C.  E.  Densmore  &  Sons  building  where 
space  was  made  available,  and  10  targets  were  set  up. 

The  Friends  of  Skiing  were  co-sponsors  of  the  Learn  to 
Ski  program  which  was  held  again  at  the  Claremont 
Country  Club  site.  One  Hundred  Fifty  children  regis- 
tered with  the  program  and  weather  conditions  were  fav- 
orable so  that  they  completed  six  lessons. 

The  Claremont  Figure  Skating  Club  enrolled  100 
youngsters   in    their   skating   program.        Professional    in- 
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Junior  BasebaU  League  Players 


structors  from  Hanover  gave  a  series  of  lessons  in  begin- 
ner skating  as  well  as  basic  figure  skating  instruction. 

The  Claremont  swimming  team,  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Indoor  Pool  aquatic  instructor,  won  the  title  in  the 
valley  swim  meets  during  the  summer  for  the  fifth  con- 
secutive year.  Meets  were  held  with  Windsor,  Lebanon, 
and  Springfield. 

OUTDOOR  POOL 

The  outdoor  pool  opened  the  season  June  21st  and  at- 
tendance for  the  year  was  10,722  of  which  8916  were 
free  admissions  and  1808  were  paid.  This  is  an  increase 
over  the  1954  season. 

INDOOR  POOL 

Attendance  at  the  indoor  pool  for  the  year  was  20,799. 
Free  swimming  was  also  made  available  to  all  the  play- 
ground children  during  the  summer.  Free  admissions  are 
not  included  in  the  above  total  admissions.  Special  pro- 
grams conducted  at  the  indoor  pool  were:  Junior  and  Sen- 
ior Life  Saving  classes,  Learn  to  Swim  classes,  with 
over  500  children  registered,  and  classes  for  adults.  The 
indoor  pool  was  also  used  by  the  physical  education  de- 
partment of  Stevens  High  School  for  their  gym  classes 
and  by  the  Boy  Scouts  for  swim  meets.  New  kalamine 
doors  on  the  pool  replaced  the  old  wooden  doors.. 


COMMUNITY  CENTER 


The  Goodwin  Community  Center  conducted  the  fol- 
lowing indoor  programs  during  the  year: 

Organized  Game  Clubs  for  Boys  and  Girls,  Fly  Tying, 
Junior  and  Senior  Crafts,  Weekly  Teenage  Dances,  Wood- 
working, Volunteer  Service  Corp,  Square  Dancing,  Boys 
and  Girls  Social  Clubs,  Cooking,  Game  Tournaments, 
Basketry,  Holiday  Parties,  Story  Telling,  Pool,  Ping  Pong 
Table  Games  and  Oil  Painting. 

In  addition  to  the  above  programs  the  Center  was 
used  by  such  groups  as: 

Boy  and  Girl  Scout  Troops,  Friends  of  Skiing,  YMCA, 
Figure  Skating  Club,  Brownies,  Mohican  Bowmen,  Home 
Demonstration  Club,  4-H  Clubs,  Visiting  Nurses  Ass'n., 
School  Cheerleaders,  Red  Cross,  Labor  Unions,  League  of 
Women  Voters,  Social  Service  Clinic,  Great  Books,  Ladies 
Union  Aid,  Bridge  Club,  Blue  Cross,  Jr.  and  Sr.  Rod  and 
Gun  Club,  Salk  Vaccine  Vaccinations,  Tray  Painting,  Ex- 
tension Service,  Dance  School,  Junior  Sports  League,  Wo- 
men's Garden  Club,  Women's  Club  Christmas  Toy  Proj- 
ect, Beta  Sigma  Phi. 

A  large  room  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Center  was 
renovated  into  a  lounge  room  for  the  teenagers  with  new 
furniture  and  drapes  being  purchased  with  funds  donated 
by    the    Rotary    Club    and    the    Garden    Club.     Circline 
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Barnes  Park  Playground  Group 


fluorescent  lights  replaced  all  the  old  lights  throughout 
the  building.  A  Little  Theater  was  set  up  in  the  exer- 
cise roGm  where  movies,  sponsored  by  the  Claremont 
Elks,  were  shown  twice  a  month.  Attendance  at  the  Cen- 
ter for  the  year  was  64,650  with  2332  groups  using  the 
building.     This  is  an  increase  of  300  groups  over  1954. 

SPECIAL  EVENTS  FOR  WINTER  SPORTS 

A  two-day  Square  Dance  Workshop  for  the  Twin 
State  Valley  was  conducted  by  the  department  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Other  special 
events  included  the  Fifth  Square  Dance  Festival,  Twin 
State  Basketball  Tournament,  Archery  Tournaments, 
Youth  Art  Exhibit,  Skating  exhibition  by  professionals 
from  Hanover  and  the  Christmas  and  Nativity  scene  in 
Broad  Street  Park.  Other  displays  were  added  to  the 
Christmas  scene  in  the  park  to  the  delight  of  the  children. 
The  Chamber  of  Commerce  information  booth  was  used  to 
house  Mrs.  Santa  Claus,  where  she  interviewed  Clare- 
mont youngsters  and  each  child  received  a  lollipop. 
About  500  youngsters  visited  with  her  during  her  brief 
stay.  It  is  hoped  by  the  department  that  the  Christmas 
display  in  Broad  St.  Park  can  be  expanded  in  the  future. 
The  department  also  assisted  in  special  holiday  events  for 
the  community  with  other  civic  organizations. 

The  Friends  of  Skiing  started  the  project  of  erecting 


a  rope  ski  tow  for  Claremont  skiers.  Permission  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Claremont  Country  Club  Directors  to  build 
the  tow  on  the  Country  Club  property. 

The  Recreation  Department  is  very  grateful  to  the 
many  organizations,  people,  industries,  merchants,  and 
other  municipal  departments  for  their  cooperation,  assist- 
ance, and  interest  in  making  it  possible  for  Claremonters 
to  enjoy  a  successful  1955  season  in  recreation.

LIBRARY 

The  year  1955  has  shown  a  great  increase  in  the  use 
of  the  library.  There  has  been  an  increased  call  for 
books  in  all  classes,  especially  becks  on  current  affairs, 
biography,  travel  and  history.  Western  stories,  myster- 
ies, light  fiction  are  called  for  as  are  the  serious  novels. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  was  243,108,  a  gain  of 
119,668  over  last  year.  Of  this  total  102,550  were  chil- 
dren's books.  It  is  encouraging  to  see  the  increased  use 
of  the  children's  department  and  that  a  great  many  books 
circulated  were  non-fiction.

The  surplus  of  the  City  of  Claremont  increased  from
